Sun Yat-sen, who personally 
directs the “ tigers’ ” movement 
and whose property, situated in 
Chinese territory, ,is under the 
‘ protection of British Hindu 

’ goldiers, is now being openly 
supported by.. all the British 
forces available at Canton. .” 

It thus happens that ‘Dr. Sun’s 

. effort to suppress the revolt of 
an agent. of imperialism ' is 
broken by the‘threat of armed 


intervention by Britain. “Fur- 
ther, British, Consul Giles has j- 


gent an ultimatum to the Canton 
Government, ‘intimating that 
should the Chinese authorities

-— ~—-distinet, nor-does-the-admission of 
difficulties present any obstacle to 
faith, The admission of difficul- 
ties is probably what the poet 
meant when he ‘sang. of “honest 
doubt "this being. a meaningless 
phrase governed, let us’ charitably 
suppose, by the exigency of rhyme. 


"Faith can live and act, in the pref 


sence of many diflicu One of 
our most familiar difficulties lies 
in reconciling the sovereignty of 
God with the freedom of. man. 
When we pray for the conversion 
of a friend this difficulty will often 
present, itself.”
